and conveyed to the palace Arif Bey, 
commander of the battleship Assar- 
I-Tewflk, a member of the Committee 
of Union and Progress, who ordered 
the guns of his ship trained on Yildiz 
K iosk when the rising was at its 
height, with the intention of support­ 
ing the committee. 
Arrived at the 
Yildiz Kiosk, the men lynched A lif 
Bey, notwithstanding the efforts of the 
palace guard to save him. 
Although 
public confidence is by no m eans re­ 
stored by the formation of the new 
cabinet, an excellent im pression has 
been produced by the appointm ent of 
Nazim Pasha as commander of the 
First army corps, and this has been 
strengthened by the nom ination of 
Memduh Pasha, another able Adiria- 
nople officer, to command the First 
division 
at 
Constantinople.

Christions and encourages all to co­ 
operate for the welfare of the country. 
The first news from Mersina, was, 
happily, exaggerated.

stated that a m assacre of Armenians 
w as in progress at that place, which 
is a seaport of Asia Minor, on the 
Mediterranean.

reality occurred at Adana, which is 
about thirty-six m iles from Mersina. 

Mar­ 
tial law has been proclaimed there 
and reinforcem ents of troops are be­ 
ing dispatched from Beirut. 


Public Opinion Divided. 


Public opinion is divided over the 
outcom e of the present obscure situa­ 
tion. 
Some fear the return of the 
old regime, while others, more hope­ 
ful, express relief at the disruption of 
the Committee of Union and Progress, 
w hose methods were a source of gen­ 
eral uneasiness. 
On the other hand 
the intervention of the m ilitary is a 
disquieting feature, establishing as it 
does a bad precedent. 
It becom es in­ 
creasingly apparent that the appeal 
made to the religious feeling of the 
people w as simply with a view to 
reconciling them to the downfall of 
the government instituted by the com­ 
m ittee.

Chicago, April 16.—It was a day of 
tumult and sharply shifting fortunes 
in the wheat pit of the board of trade. 
July wheat, following a docile advance 
to a new high level, suddenly dropped 
an extrem e 4% 
cents.

mided” fortunes of sm all speculators 
vanished in a trice and the day was 
saved from rout only by the vigorous 
exertions of the bull leader, Jam es A. 
Patten. 
W ithin the last fifteen minutes of 
trading, Mr. Patten bought 3,000,000 
bushels of w heat for July delivery, 
the w hile he chewed the stub of a 
cigar and ran his fingers repeatedly

PRICE OF BREAD WILL GO UP 


Famine Rates Expected to Prevail in j 
New York. 
New York, April 16.—W ith flour up 
40 cents a barrel in the local market 
and the prospects apparently good for 
a further rise, New York city is now 
facing the possibility of bread at 7 
cents a loaf. 
W hat will appear to 
hundreds of thousands in the poorer 
quarters like famine rates for this 
staple of all larders, bids fair to be 
forced as a result of the recent rise 
in the price of wheat. 
The ghetto of 
New York city has already in som e de­ 
gree felt the effect of the buoyancy 
of the Chicago wheat pit. 
Six cents 
a loaf is the price now charged by 
some bakeries, while the proprietors 
of hundreds of others declare that 
they cannot continue 
selling 
at 
5 
cents much longer, with bread flour 
of the better grades costing from $7 
to $7.20 a barrel, against $6.60 to 
$6.80 a few 
days ago. 
They 
add, 
moreover, that with flour permanent­ 
ly up to the rates recently quoted, 
even 6 cents would not give them any 
sort o l a profit. 
W hile no concerted action in the 
matter of raising bread prices has yet 
been taken, developm ents along this 
line are expected at the nefxt m eeting 
of the East Side M aster Bakers’ asso­ 
ciation. 
T his organization comprises 
about 400 proprietors of the sm aller 
bakeries, 
22 of whom 
have, it 
is 
stated, given up business since the 
big rise in wheat began.

retary, D. H. Brayer, declared that

Inexpensive Ice 
Machine 
A small ice-making machine turning 
out anyw here from 3J to 70 lb of ice 
per hour, according to size of machine, 
is described in the May num ber of 
Popular Mechanics. 
An agitator is turned by hand on the 
sm aller machines, and by a m otor on 
the larger ones. 
The moulds are first

Inexpensive Ice Machine 
A small ice-making machine turning 
out anywhere from 3£ to 70 lh of ice 
per hour, according to size of machine, 
is described in the May number of 
Popular Mechanics. 
An agitator is turned by hand on the 
smaller machines, and by a motor on 
the larger ones. 
The moulds are first 
filled to three-fourths their height with 
water, covered with their caps, and 
placed in the machine. 
A mixture of 
nitrate of ammonia and fresh water is 
poured in through round holes ifl the 
cover of the machine, and the agitator 
is turned for 20 to 30 minutes—inter- 
mitingly, if the operator chooses. 
At 
the end of this time the water is found 
to be completely frozen in the moulds, 
and the blocks of ice are removed from 
them by dipping in lukewarm water.
